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Report cf the Williatns Creek Grand 
^; Jury. 

Tiio~ undersigned, comprising Uie flrst Grand 
Jury ever convened on William.s Creek, bc(? leave 
to present Itic ioUowiii^' rci:urt lo tlie lionoiable 
,S iprcine Cuurt of Brilisli Coliiml)ia. 
' The Grand Jiirj heartily rci;ii)roi:atc your Liiril- 
■hi|i'^exp|esiiion« in regard to tlio paciAo character 
of the present population or Cariboo, and trust 
here mav never be occasion for other than similar 
congratulations. It has been tlie custom of Orand 
Juries from time imracnioriiblo to embody in their 
reports, as the result of their investigations, such 
suggestions as might iu their opinion be beneficial 
to the entire community, and comiucive to their 
welfare. Kmboldcncd by Ibis ciislirn, and more 
particularly by your I.ui dsliip's rcciiniuiendatiun, 
we shall trespass upon the time and patience of 
the honorable Couit wtlh the following report: 

a.sothi:k .M.vaisraATii rkuuiiiku. 
* In the Rrsl place nc would call your Lordship's 
attention to the fact that at prese nt there is only 
one Migisiratc and Gold l^uminissioncr in this 
district, extending over UlU miles ; and wc would 
respeclfuUy suggest the impossibility of one magis- 
trate attending to so large an cstcnt of country. 
It is our opiiiior. that the creek alone during the 
next season will require a resident Ooniinissicmer; 
nnd we would also suggest that a Magistrate 
should bo appointed to reside permanently at the 
Forks ofQuesncllo — his di^triet extending to (but 
not including) Antler Creek. 

roLicE loHci;. 

We would also call .-ittcntion to the present in- 
efficient stale of the police force of this district. 
Our present force consists of but one chief con- 
stable uiid tiro deputies — a force, wc believe, totally 
inadequiite tu perform the duties retiuired in a 
community like, this. We further consider that 
the salary of a constable in this district— glOO per 
'month and some small allowance wliilc absent 
from the lieadeiiiartcrs of tlie di.-trict — is not suf- 
ficient when wu consider tlic importance of the 
position. AVo would also urge the immediate 
necessity for the erection of a jail on this creek, 
there lieiug at present no place of safety where 
sriininals can be secured to await their trial. 
l.^^^'j^-JOttlBDIOTiOIf OP TItE COURTS. 

The jurisdiction of Trustees of tho Feaee should 
be increased in civil dispute from £1(1 to £2-5. It 
is obvious tint Ihu cliaruc will not only serve to 
economize lime and ininiey, but enable many novr 
debarred by the Icn^'th of time which must 
necessarily intervene between the sittings of tho 
higher court to iiv.iil themselves of tho law. In 
matters connected with mining interests — a subject 
to be approuclicd with great dcliciicy iu a body of 
this character, as we arc not delegated by the min- 
ing portion of the community to speak for tliem — 
there are several changes of an important char, 
acter, which will reiiuire immediate attention, and 
which will doubtless receive their hearty co-operL- 
tion. 

THIi Got, I) KSCOHT 
Which last year proved, as many predicted It 
would, a failure — not from want of confidenco in 
tho parties connected iherenitli, (for those formed 
the only redeeming feature) but owing to the entire 
luck of security — neither acUiiKJti^tho respoasi- 
bility of common carriers, no^'^isntl'Australia, as 
guaranteeing agents of the government. We 
]VotiId now most respectfully suggest, and wo now 
Ufgontly recommend, from the recent hoirible 
tragedy enacted on the trail, that a Culd Kscort be 
established by the Government, whose duties, 
nsido from the conveyance of gold, shall also em- 
body those of mail-carriers and mounted police- 
men ; the Government to issue receipts with or 
without security, optional with parlies sending 
trcusurc — the charges to be re^'ulntcd accordingly. 
And wc would uidie.sitaliii;^ly usserl that nut only 
would such a step prove of iucalculalile benefit and 
protection to tho cuiunmnity, l)Ut also a source of 
profit to the Government. This sublcct, though 
all important, wo must leave to your J,ord»bip's 
most earnest consideration ; and we pass on to ilie 

I'OSr.VI, AJlUANdEMn.NT Of IIIIITISII COI,l MllIA. 

By the present posf.il service letters and papers 
are brought to Antler instead of \Villiams Creek, 
at a charge of lour shillings cacli to iho first 
named i)lace and an additional four shillings to 
Ihc latter — whilst newspaper post.igc, which in all 
other countries furninlies but a uioiuly of the 
postal revenue, is hero made to amount to ii pro- 
nibitory duty ; indeed, we have actually to pav 
more for our papers and loiters than before Oov- 
ernment^wcnt to the expense of establishing a 
postal system for this iipi"'r country— thus vir- 
tually depriving the Colony of all the advantages 
that would accrue from the dissemination of in- 
formation of its iuccbaustiljlc wealth and re- 
sources. 

We would also call your Lcinlshiji's attention 
to the nece=biiy of selecting a Unvn .-.ile on Wil- 
liitris Creek, which shall not be liable to he claimed 
for mining purposes. The richness of the (,'old 
mines on this Crock, and the nermaiicnco which 
they now promise, demand, in the opinion »f the 
Jury, the selection of ntich a reservation. In this 
connection, and as a slight recognition of the in- 
tegrity and valuable services roudorcd this com- 
nunily by the present Assistant OoId Cotiiniis- 
Bloner, Hon. T. Klwyn, whoso capacity in so 
readily flaming tt system.. by^ which the disputes 
bcUveeii miners are settled, and justico dispensed 
without delay or unnecessary expenao lo Hie liti- 
gants, is recognized and apprcciiitcd— wc would 
respectfully suggest that the name of saiil town be 
"Klwyn," which Ullcr suggestion the Grand 
Jury most prcisingly urge, feeling as they dt/, 
that they but echo the sentiments ol all to whom 
our worthy Coiinnisjioncr is known. 

We would also call your Lordship 'a attention to 
the wants of tho miners as well as the Gold Com- 
mi«sioncr, iu regard to the correct measurement 
and definition of iho lines of tunnels, shafts, and 
claims, by a ompetcnt person who shall 80t,as 
Crown Survoyor, whoso duty it aball bo to act 
whenever called upon by cither the magistrate or 
minors to decide a line or prevent encroachments, 
the ofHco to be a self-supporling one— which be- 
yoncl a doubt it would — .iiid the benetita thus ci^n- 
ferred. would be incalculable, as well to the ma[;is 
trate in the satisfactory adjudication of intricate 
questions, as to the claimants iu their respective 
rights; this ofiiccr, or one with cijual power 
should at onco be ajipoiiited, to scrva during the 
ensuing winter season, wlicu so many claim 
owoers will be necessarily absent from their 
claims.

in ihib ViciAityi prices of proTistods have been en- 
hanced enormously, the cost of freight from Antler, 
tu Williams Creek a distance of ten miles, being 
from 10 to 12,'ic. per pound, andfrom the forks nf 
tjuesncllp, lo Williams Creek, a distance of 35 
miles, the cost of freight this season has been froir. 
28 to y.lic. per pound, whilst it is well known, hat 
from Yale lo Lytton, a distunco of 60 miles tho 
cost of freight averages, about tic. per pound, the 
inipurtancc lo Iho country, of cheaper provisions, 
noeds no word of enlargement, and in ih'j judge- 
ment of the OraniL Jury, ' imperatively demands 
that the earliest attention be givieu to the survey, 
nnd construction of good. Iratls in this part of tb< 
cnnntry, we therefore reiipectfnily suggest that the 
Ouv( rnmcnt. be requested, to.^do(aU^a.^parly of 
Royal Ungln'eerii for th? purposes rn'onliohrd. 

C.VUllYI.NO U.^NOKIIOUS WbAI'ONS. 

We would also suggest the importance of eunct- 
ing— or if eiiacted,-^of enforcing laws forbiding 
the carrying of deadly weapons, except fur pro- 
tection whilst travoltngt but on no other pretext 
should it be lawful for persons sojourning or living 
in any of the town^, lo luini u' i. .rjs to curry 
such weapons. It uei d.-, iionr^ument to convince 
yunr lordships, and one nceil only to cite a recent 
oc.iirrencc whetoiu our tuwn.inian Mr. !S. A. 
3 iiith, was ncaily deprived of hi> life : '1 o prove 
that ureut d;ingcr i . lo be apprehended from pistols 
and knifes, in ihe banils of desperate, excited, and 
more especially drunken men. 'Vour lordship 
very properly adverted lo the seeming iuallenti<in 
or ignoruncc, ufsu many minds tu the laws which 
govern them; Whilst wo admit this— we cannot 
refrain from alluding Jd; the .Iiitporfe;tions, and 
important' oinissroh in the "Gold Field Acts ;" In 
passing we may only notice that hill claims in our 
opinion shoulil be enlarged, (wiihoul intcirering 
with the rights of present owners) running from 
the base to the summit; The ri.;ht to lioid by 
pHichasc mure properly defined; claims lo bo re- 
cognized as pr^'iiurly, so lhal a morlgago will be 
valid, and the iiorig!ii!ec compelled to observe 
such an iuHtriinumt, at least for the space of one 
y<?ar, or until the expiration of the crown lease. 

The chums of deceased miners should be recog- 
nized by the law and practice for heirs and assigns 
or creditors. . Tho .rights of ditch< owners nnd the 
laws on this important subject should bu made 
more explicit. Milling being diirerent from busi- 
ness eoparluerships slionlt! be regulated wilh cer- 
tain forms and icspcetivc obligations. 

A ho.siiital or some provision I'or the iniligent 
sick should witbimc delay receive the earnest con- 
aidcraliou of (((ivcrnmenl. There are many other 
matters connected with the welfare of this cummu- 
nily whiuli, tbduj-h not exactly in our province, 
might w ith prolit be mentioned, but tho length of 
this report cjinpi ls ns to close. 

Assuring your I,ordiliii) of our appreciation of 
tho laws and ollices of the colony and the manner 
of their administration, wc submit with our res- 
pectful consideration uf.jour Lordships high iitjal- 
ificaiions, this, oUir report. SI*.'' l

Company and the Imperial Govern- 
ment about the Town Site, etc. 

Thanks to tlie Uily Counoil, wo arc put in 
possession of a (lociiiuL'iit sliowiii;^- liow lliu 
Imperial Govcrnuiciit hava ;;uttled llic town 
site dispute. JIail our City Fallicr.s not nuulc 
an eilort to obtain some town piopoi ty, pos- 
sibly we should never Imvo kuowo why the 
question was withdrawn from before the Privy 
Oounoil, or what had becoraa of it. But to 
tbe disbrcdit of the Assethblymeii, the question 
hasroniaiaed uodlstarbcd.'' Before Mr. Harris 
left tho House, tbe correspondence was to be 
snbmitleii ; but it liaa never yet been ilouo. 
The (Jovornmciit don't appe.w to be tlio least 
atVaid of Messrs. Foster, Triiulile, King, or 
Coclicr. Neither one nor tiie other have 
opened their lips on the siibjeet. 'tVhen the 
Civic Seven however, uslvcd lor the dociiinant, 
it was promptly sent, showing, what a few in- 
dependent men can do to ninlto Gov. ])onf,'las 
and tlie Frovineial Seorclary sensible of the 
cxisteneu of another p(]Wt'r in the ."-^tate. The 
indenture arrived lieie in Mareli. Imt it never 
saw light till the other iiii;lit. TIili'o is a snni 
of half a million ol dullars involved, yet it was 
too small a sum for honest Assomblyiiien to 
prate about. We publish tho document entire 
for the informntioM of our readers. They will 
observe that the right of the ITiidson JJay 
Company to the town silo is iL;iioreil. The 
laads on the other side ol' .Tames Hay which arc 
unsold, are fjivcn over to the Colony. That 
li.\os tho principle that wo have always con- 
tended for, that niueleiilbs of the total 
proceeds ot lot sales should go into the Land 
Fund, and the other lentil to the Company 
as their connissiidii. Siill iho concession 
made to tho Company smack strongly of its 
skilful engineering;. No oue eaii read the 
docnmout withoal porceiviiiy that our local 
government have allowed tho CoiTipaiiy to 
obtain that to which they had no legal claim. 
We have not the space to enter at large 
upon the subject now. But one point de- 
serves to bo laid befuro the publie. It is : 
Tho Imperial GLiveriiinent covenants to 
respect all titles made before the first of 
January, 18(32. Now we aro aware that 
bogus claims are set up to land on the other 
side of dames' Liay. l/mJ wuilh S.^OO an 
acre is declared now lo bo owned by' so- 
and-so that since .lanuary was said not to 
be owned by soand-so. Let the public 
'watch the schemers, fur if nine lentlis of the 
proceeds are wrongfully taken away, it docs 
seem a little haid that the other tenth should 
injsteiiously disappear in a somewhat sim- 
ilar way. ■ ■ 

Settlement ef.the Town-Site Claim dif 
the Company. 

The following is a copy of a dociimcnl 
recently laid before the City Council by the 
Provincial Secretary, which purports to bo 
the conditions on which ller Majesty and 
the Hudson Bay Company settled the dis- 
pute about tho Town- Site of Victoria, etc. 

This Indenture'made this third day of February 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-tiro, be- 
tween Her Most Gracinus 5I.ijesty Qncen Vietoria 
of the one part, and tlie Governor and Company 
of adventurers of Enfjlnnd IradiiiK into Hadson's 
Bay, hereinafter called " 'I'lio Company" of tlie 
part. 

■\VhercS3, preTiov..s to January one thousand 
eight hundred and furty-iiiuc, the Company tiad 
occapied certain portions of land in Victoria Dis- 
trict in Vancouver Islund, for th"; purpo.ses of 
carrying on tlicir Ir.uliiig operations under liteir 
Koyal Charter, d-ited tlie second day of May, in 
the twenty-second year of tbo-relgn"of "His 'late 
Majesty Charles the ticcond. 

And whereas by Letters Patent dated the thir- 
teenth day of January, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty-nine, tier said Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria was pleased to grant unto the snid Company 
aud their Successors the said Vancouver Island, 
upon the condition aiul fur the jiurposc of colon- 
izing tlie same as tlicreiu mentioned. Kcserving 
nevertheless to Hit naiil M'j;-'^5ty, ller Heirs and 
Successor.s full power tu rcpun-liase and taUe from 
the said Company, siilijeut to tl'.c porvisions tlicre- 
in contained, the said Island uiniii the expiration 
of a certain License nr.uiti d tu tho ssid Company 
for the exclusive privilege of tradinj; with the In- 
dians, which Liccune has ciiiee come to an end. 

And whereas certain questions have arisen be- 
tween tho Crown and tho Company respecting the 
right of the said Company to deal with or hold as 
their private property the portions of land' i the 
said Island so occupied by them as aforesaid be- 
fore the date of the said Uoyal (Iraiit of January 
one tlicusaud ei^'ht hundred and foiiy-ninc. 

And wliereas in order tu settle and put an end 
to all such (jueations, the said parties hereto have 
inuiaally reed to accept as concluttve the ar- 
rangement by way of compromise hereinafter 
contained. , , . 

Now this indenture witncsseth, and it is mutual- 
ly agreed between tho said parties hereto, as fol- 
lows : 

1. That all sales made by the .said Company pre- 
vious to the first day of January, oiiu thouaand 
eight hundred and si.tty-two, of any portions of 
the^land so occupied by thcni in tho Victoria Dis- 
trict as aforesaid, before the thirteenth d»y of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and fortv- 
sine, including water frouiuges and the spaces be- 
tween high and low water mark abutting on such 
portions of land, shall be valid and clfeclual as 
against Eer said Majesty, lier Ilcira and .Suc- 
ccsBors. 

2. That tiie Company shall retain for their own 
use and benefit the prooccda and purcliase monies 
of all lands so sold by tliein, as aforesaid. 

3. That the said Company shall, without pur- 
chase, retain and hold to them and their suc- 
oessors, for their own use and benefit, tho follow- 
ing farm lands and hereditaments situate in the 
said 'Victoria District, in the said Island, that is to 
say, tho farm known as the ''t'plands Farm," be- 
ing licserve marked \o. 2, Lot and Section 
31, on the oii^cial plan of tlie said Victoria Dis- 
trict, and containing iiljout one tlionsaiul one liun- 
drcd and forty-four acres. Tho farm known as 
the "North Dairy Kami," heiii;,' Kescrve marked 
No. 3, Lot 32, and .Section .'12, on the said plan, 
and containing about seven hundred and twenty- 
four acres; tho old sprinj; ami adjoining laud, 
except one well set apart for tiie uublie use, as 
marked in the Company's plan ; aiul lastly, llio 
portion of tho land in the said District known as 
the Fort Property, including tho site of the I'ort 
and tho adJoioiuK ground yet unsold, with tiic 
water frontage and foreshore immediately in front 
of the Fort, and now being in the possession of 
the said Company; save and except Ihcrefruin the

, 4. That the said last mentioned excepted site 
and water frontage reserved for tho Harbormaster, 
and also the site of the Police Barrack and Yard 
and the building and site occupied as a I'ostoilice,' 
shall be fotlhwith .conjeyed ,ttnd..surrendered by 
tha sa d Company, HiitOvatfdJt&.' tKe use of Her 
Majesty, Her Heirs, ond Buoee'isori. Provided 
always, that iit'4ljeiPostoffloe ot any part thereof 



tsliiill tiii found lo etrthlt tifi tt pOltloii ol IrtO luti 
ii3 marked in the aaM oiliclnl I'latii the vYhtilc ut 
both lots shall be Couf eyed and surrcndgted to 
Her said Majesty, Her Heirs, and Successors. 

5. 'lhat the whole of the remaining unsold 
lands in the said 'Victoria district lying to tho 
Eouth and west of James' Iky, including the sire 
of the new (Joveriiment buihliii^'s, as far as the old 
fence iu the rear thereof, dividing it from a farm, 
known as "Bexlcy" "lieckiiey," or "Dutnells 
Fiirni," shall be forthwith conveyed and surren- 
dered by tho company unto, and to tho use of ller 
Majesty, ller Heirs and Successors, save uud ex- 
cept llio site of tho farm buildings and garden of 
llie said UccUney, or Dutnells farm, which with «o 
much of the enclosed, or imtncdialcly adjoining 
uiiiold land to the soutli thereof, as will with the 
sites of the said buildings.and garden, amount in 
the whole to an area, not exceeding lifty acres ex- 
clusive of roads, shall be retained, and held with- 
out purchase by the said company, and their suc- 
cessors. Provided ncvcttholess that the selection

Arrival of a Party of Overlandera from 
Minneaota. 

From AVilliam L. Copland and E. Page 
Oiivis, of St. Peter, Minnesota, who arrived 
witli Bome olheis in tliis city on Wedneiidiiy 
night, wo learn of tho sficceasful Iriji u[ 
aiiutticr party of overlaiulers by way of I'oit 
Gairy. The abuve {jeiitluinen am! seven 
otliuru, having four wayoiis with imilas, left 
■St, Paul's on tiie lUth of May, and arrived 
at Fort Guiry Juno 7th, where Ihey were 
joined by uiliuin, wlio mmlu the jiatly 2'3 
strong. 'I'hoy lefi the Fort on June 10ih,iuul 
followed the trail t;iken by the party of Ca- 
na lians whoso lUDSsiaf; we ohrunieied a 
couple of weeks nyo. Tiie journey on the 
cast of the Mountains was iniu-ki.'d by no 
tnuident of any iiule. The party prospected 
on the Saskiituiiuwaii opposite (''ort Edmond- 
ton, but found only tho color of gold. At 
Fort EdiUDiultoii they sold ;ind traded their 
wagons for lioraes, and here thoy wore join- 
ed by Mr. Co;;gswoll, of Detroit, and .Mr. 
Morrow, of Montreal, ami atiother person. 
After leaving Edmondlon, up to Tote Jauno 
Caohe, the toad as a general thing was very 
hard on the aiiinmis on account of swamps 
and fallen timbor. Feod for the animals, 
however, war yooil until within a couple of 
days from tin; Caclie. At the hitter place tliey 
found .-oiriB fifteen of the previuu.i party of 
tJanndians. Our iiilonnantM arrived at ttie 
C'aclio on Sept. l-iili, and renniined four or 
five days. While they wore there parties were 
continually coining in after them ; most of 
them out of provisions. Among the arrivals 
were Mr. Hind, brother of l^rofe!<sor Hind, of 
Toronto, and luuij^taves, from the same 
city, who ciinio over with the large Canadian 
party as tncniioned in our uoluiniiii ii short 
lime ago. Tho woman and three children 
hud started with a large parly to cross 
the monntnins to Thompson River some 
fourteen days belbro the arrival of our in- 
fiirinaiit.s, and leu days after thetn uiiollier 
partv of tliiiteeii witli their horses set out on 
the sainu route. The lateness uf the season 
and abseneo of eivili/.atioii will, we fear, 
renilor this passa;^e a rallier hnzardous one. 
The party tu vk hivhuur inforinaiiis belonged 
sent.two of their number on the same (rail 
wltir their horses and mules. Tho remainder 
of them came down the Frascr in canoes, 
When they were two days down tbey were 
rather startled one af'ternoun by bearing a 
Hhout from the river bank, and on lookiii;^ 
up they beheld a whito man, wliu' ^oeincd 
half frantic with o.vuitemoiit. Nunring the 
ihbrei^lliey, found he was dressed only in 
shirt atid drawers. Ho informed thoni that 
Ids n.iino was (Jaiilcy, tind was from Canada. 
Jle had boloiigeii to the Canadian parly, but 
while coming down the river had a dispute 
with his son and left tho uaiioe. His sun 
having gone on, he set to, work nnd made a 
oanoo lor himself, in whiuh he started to 
come down. , Uuforlnnately, howevor, tho 
canoe was upt^et and everything lost— ho 
hinisell'was »avud by swiinniing to shorp. 
When ho was met he had been for 121 hours 
witliuul any food but berries, utid was en- 
deavoring to make liiniseif a raft with an old 
tomahawk ha had picked up. Ho was 
brought down by our informauta to tho 
mouth of Quesnclle llivor, where ho met 
his Non. 

Mos»rs, Copland and Davis de.sirc to bear 
testimony as to ttio kind manner in wliioli 
they were treated by the 11. 15. Co.'s oliicers 
during the passage over the plains.

Accord- 
ingly, having built themselves canoes and laiil in 
the neccisar) provisions and stores, they left 
Cariboo about the fust of duly, last, 'descend- 
ing Bear liiver to the Fraser, and llicncc 
do^yD tiie Fraser to Fort George. From Fort 
Geprgp^thejii^eDtf^ Stuart Kivcr to the 
Lead of Sttioit Lake, and then tbey imcked 
across n portrige of 120 iinlcs to the head 
wuters of Fcuce Piivcr, at McLeod's Fort. 
This portage they ma(/e in live days. Descend- 
ing the river in canoes, alter two day.s they 
came upoir. the diggings, where they met 
anothsr party of men at work. The 
latter, opou being rec|uc8lcd,' would neither 
lend a rocker uor an a.Ke, and even refused to 
assist Ml'. ]5ridge's p;uty with provisions, al- 
though the latter were in want of them. For- 
tunately, however, they shot a large bear, 
which served thorn for food. During the four 
days that Mr. ISridges remained there, big 
])arty made Iroin §2(J to '^'M a day to tba 
band on the river bar. Ix;aving six of his 
party behind him, he and the remaining one 
returned for provisions, qiiiclisilver, and tools, 
to Fori Ale.vundiia. Our inruriiiaiits met 
him at the mouth of the Queanelle about the 
Ist October, going back to the digging.', 
Svlien he Lad about a year's supply of provisioti.s 
which ho was taking nj) the Fraser in one of 
the H. B, Co.'s boats. lie staled that he 
had made an .irrangement to have all liis 
fltulT packed across the portage from Stuart's 
Lake on the Company's horses, some six or 
seven in number. Jlr. Htidgcs, who is an 
cxpcrieiiccii miner, describes the country at 
the diggings as having every appearance of 
a gold country, and says ibero were quite a 
number of bars oi'i the river. Our infotiiianl 
saw him pay out some S700 in quicksilver 
gold for provisions, which Mr. Bridges told 
liim he had got on I'oace River. The por- 
tage from Stuart's I'^ike is described as 
fatlier boggy ; bm !Mr. Bridges said there was 
a shorter road by way of Salmon Iliver, 
-which parties might take under Ike guidance 
of nn Indian from Fort George.
